In  Our  Time  . . . 

Delinquency!  What  are  its  causes  and  what  can  be  done 
about  it?  This  is  an  ever  present  problem  in  our  world  today. 

Ruth  Millett,  a  former  member  of  the  College  faculty,  who 
writes  a  column  entitled,  "Ruth  Millett  Thinks,"  published  regu¬ 
larly  in  the  Maryville  Daily  Forum,  recently  discussed  the  de¬ 
linquency  problem. 

"Boys  from  'good  homes'  are  getting  into  serious  trouble  for 
no  apparent  reason.  But  there  must  be  reasons,"  says  Miss 
Millett. 

Everyone  has  a  part  to  play  in  cutting  down  on  the  ad¬ 
vancing  problem  of  delinquency.  Parents  seem  always  to  be 
first  named  as  responsible.  It  is  true  parents  have  a  big  role 
In  the  elimination  and  control  of  delinquency;  however,  the 
teen-age  boys  and  girls  who  are  not  the  delinquents  can  at 
times  influence  their  friends  who  have  a  tendency  to  go  astray 
to  "go  straight." 

Teen-agers  should  be  very  much  aware  of  the  fact  that  the 
entire  group  may  many  times  be  identified  by  the  crude  actions 
of  a  minority  group. 

Teen-agers  who  refer  to  their  friends'  parents  rudely  as 
"Old  lady  sa-an-so"  or  "Joe's  old  man"  naturally  feel  the  same 
disrespect  for  their  own  parents. 

Miss  Millett  feels  that  parents  should  show  their  teen-age 
boys  and  girls  that  they  are  interested  in  where  they  go,  what 
they  do,  and  the  crowd  with  whom  they  associate.  Parents  who 
do  not  show  such  an  interest  are  encouraging  delinquency  in 
their  own  families.
